had only a day or two before gone 
to stay with neighbors. 

Last night he appears to have 
loaded most of his personal effects 
in his car and driven up to within 
fifteen feet of the Seright door 
after they had retired for the night. 
Armed with a rifle he entered, 
passed through the kitchen and 
living room into Mr. Seright’s bed- 
room. 


LIFE STRUGGLE 


It is impossible to say whether 
Mr. Seright was roused by the 
noise of his entry or whether Lar- 
son wakened him. But the disorder- 
ed state of the room, the fact that 
Mr. Seright’s body was found on 
the floor, partly out in the living 
room, and that his shouts were 
heard upstairs is evidence that he 
had been roused and put up a des- 
perate struggle for his life. 

Apparently planning to murder 


everyone in the house and escape! 


in his car, he rushed upstairs but | 
met Cornelius McKenzie and his/ 
brother Dan on the staircase. 
Threatened with the rifle, the! 
brothers fled and Larson tired | 
through a closed bedroom door, | 
wounding Cornelius in the left 
hand. 

It is not probable that he knew | 
that his shot through the door had 
hit one of them, but he knew that 
both men had escaped and would 
Taise the alarm at once. 

This however, did not prevent 
him venting his homicidal passion 
on the helpless girl.

In yesterday's article 1 expleined something 
about the way in which repression occurs. You 
must take into account the fact that civilization 
tries to make you into an entirely different 
being through repression of natural instincts 
We have, along with those instincts which might 
be called “natural,” the in- 
stinct for self{f-preservation: 
we have the desire to mate, 
and another worth consider- 
ing—the instinct to power, 
the desire for power, or the 
instinct to be great 

Emotions which we re- 
press during the day, fre- 
quently find expression 
through the activity of the 
unconscious mind during 
sleep, and we term this ac- 
The interpretation of dreams, as 
explained by Freud, has revolutionized the 
entire subject of psycho-therapy, or at least 
put en entirely different aspect upon it. The 
basis for the belief in psycho-analysis, as in- 
troduced by Freud, is founded upon the theory 
that dreams can be interpreted as showing the 
working of the unconscious mind, which is the 
biggest part of your mind. The mind that works 
during sleep and also during the daytime, that 
is constantly working, is nine-tenths of your 
mind. In our dresms we use symbols which 
disguise the true meaning. 

If you dream of a body of water, a fish 
swimming in the water, the moon or the stars— 
all of these have symbolical meanings. An ex- 
perienced psycho-analyst, who understands the 
early background of your life, could tel] you 
the meaning of any dream which you dream 
over and over. Any dream which constantly 
repeats itself is not the result of chance—it de- 
velops because of a certain repression in your 
unconscious mind which causes you to dwell] 
upon that particular kind of a dream 

Sometimes, the repression related to a 
repression of the first great instinct, the instinct 
for self-preservation, or the desire to live, or 
the desire to sustain life. This is one of the 
mést primitive instincts, and you will find it in 
any organism able to move which uses its 
power of movement t6 get out of the way of 
any danger which threatens life. We see the 
desire to live, magnificently expressed in the 
human body, and so strong is this great natural 

that if one part is weakened, the body 
strengthen some other part, to carry the 
It is as though every cell in your 
cries out to e, fights to live, and de- 

n to -live. This must be considered the 
first primitive desire 

The next desire concerns itself with every- 
thing related to the affection nature, and prin- 
cipally the affection between the two sexes. 
The third instinct, or desire, is the desire to be 
great. There are many more, but these are the 
three great principal] desires—desire to live, 
desire to mate, desire to be great 

From the standpoint of psycho-therapy, we 
may say that a tremendous amount of our ills 
are caused by repression of these desires. The 
second desire is the one with which psycho-

DAIRYING INDUSTRY IN AUSTRALIA 

The number butter, cheese, and con- 
densed milk factories operating in Australia 
total 520, of which 174 are established in the 
State of Victoria, 131 in New South Wales, 118 
in Queensland, 44 in South Australia, 35 in 
Tasmania, and 18 in Western Australia, writes 
Mr. L. M. Cosgrave, Canadian Trade Cominis- 
sioner in Melbourne, in the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Journal. The number of employees totals 
5,703, with a wage bil] annually of £1,179,000. 
The value of materials used amounts to 
£17,996,000, with an output of £21,035,968; 
capital invested in land, buildings, plant and 
machinery totals £5,200,000. The dairying in- 
dustry is well distributed throughout all States 
of the Commonwealth, and excellent co-opera- 
tion now exists between the States and the 
Federa! Government, resulting in a marked 
increase in production and efficient export and 
selling methods abroad

Seek » Beauty | 


Defining “luxury” in a new sense, 
in its application to beauty, the 
Russian woman of the USSR. 
finds it essential to devote much 
time to her appearance and to the 
modern science of beauty culture, 
according to Helen Rubenstein, in- 
ternational beauty authority, who 
has just returned from Russia. The 
Soviet, declares, Miss Rubenstein 
has a five-year beauty plan, in 
which its women participate, and 
which is as vital as their great eco- 
nomic and social reforms. 

Among people, to whom thé es- 
sentials of life are basic, and who 
rigidly condemn “luxury” as savor- 
ing of the hated imperialistic tradi- 
tion, this culture of feminine beauty 
Bains special condolence. Russian 
women must not lose their fascina- 
tion 

Miss Rubenstein was invited to 
the Soviet to interview Madame 
Genouchina, representing the gov- 
ernment as presiding director of the 
‘Tege, the name given to the per- 
fume and cosmetic trust of Mos- 
cow. 

In private life this clever and 
charmingly attractive young wo-| 
man, with the personality and flair | 
of the Parisienne, is Mme. Melotov, 
wife of the Russian Premier. She 
is head of a huge industry employ- 
ing 10,000 women in the manufac- 
ture of perfumes, soaps, cosmetics, 
jars and boxes and wrappings used 
also for containers. The output of 
the industry serves the needs of a 
vast country, and as director, Mme. 
Genouchina sought the advice of 
the world-famed beauty expert. 


THEATRES, MOVIES 
CONCERNED 


The theatre and the movies in 
Russia were especially concerned 
with the new beauty developments, 
realizing that beauty is something 
inate to be enhanced by science, 
and scientific treatment. In their 
program they include a systematic 
routine of diet, exercise, rhythmic 
dancing, baths, massage, and an in- 
telligent use of cosmetics

to extend the beauty features for

Rubenstein, Mme. Genouchina, |

Lenin, which she was wearing, as} 
representative of the highest dis-| 
tinction in merit achievement, she

“Thes Bolshevists fight 
for internal but also for external 
beauty. Men and women alike be- 
lieve in uniting their efforts toward | 
the achievement of physical im-| 
provement and everything relating 
to health and beauty, and as a part 
of general cultural education. We 
wish to give each working woman 
the possibility of increasing her 
own self-respect and that of others 
by making the best of herself in 
her appearance and in her soul.”
